Militant Women of Nanking 
Resent Educational Qualifi-

‘NANKING. March 22.Obinese cuffragets 
today attacked the assembly rooms, routed 
the statesmen from their desks, and broke 
all the windows in the building. 
| The women were enraged because of the 
restrictions which were placed upon them 
by the resolutions granting them the right uf 
franchise. 

The officials # ere wholly unprepared for 
the attack. Women crowded into the corri- 
dors of the building, but attracted no especial 
attention. 


Statesmen Forced to Flee. 

Before the assemblymen were aware of 
their presence they got past the doorkeepers 
and were vigorously denouncing the repre- 
sentatives for discriminating against the vast 
majority of Chinese women by requiring an 
education test for women voters. 

When the suffragets were ordered from the 
building they made a rush at the assembly- 
men, pulling their robes and scratching their 
faces. Most of the legislators hastily with- 
drew, leaving the women in control. 

Chairs were hurled through windows, desks 
were upset. and the papers of the rep-c- 
sentatives were torn up and thrown about 
the room. 

Blame Put on Foreign Women. 

After completing the work of destruction 
the women marched from the building, loudly 


demanding their rights. / 

The outbreak is believed to have been in- 
cited by American and European suffragets. 
When the women reached the street they 
were attacked Ay a squad of police and a 
general fight ensued. The women were put 
to flight after several had been arrested. 


NO NEWS OF CAPT. SCOTT 
BROUGHT BY THE JAPANESE. 


Nippon’s Antarctic Exped:tion Re- 
turns to New Zealand Without Hav- 
ing Met the British Exploring Party. 


WELLINGTON, N. Z., March 23.—The 
Japanese antarctic expedition returned here 
today. It reports having seen nothing of 
the British polar expedition of Capt. Robert 
F. Scott. The Japanese reported all on 
board the Kalnan Maru well. They were 
engaged chiefly in coastal exploring on King 
Edward land. 

Lieut: Shirase, the head of the Japanese 
antarctic explorers, salled from Sydney Nov. 
19 of last year on board the schooner Kainan 
Maru, It was the second attempt of the 
Japanese to reach the south pole. 

The first expedition got as far as 74 de- 
grees south, but was forced to return os 
account of stormy weather and ice packs, 
the Kainan Maru proving unfit to resist the 
ice pressure. The schooner wasrepaired and 
its equipment improved before the second 
start was made.

In 1814 twenty-tWo tons 
were produced. It was not until 1887 that 
1,000,000 tons were produced. Today the 
arnual production in the United States is 
close to 500,000,000 tons. The great part of | 
this is said to be controlled by the trust.“ 


Cite Grip on Pennsylvania. 

It is claimed that 89 per cent of the Penn- 
sylvania anthracite, of which 85,000,000 tons 
are produced annually, is thus controlled, 
and further that the railroads carrying the 
coal out of the state practically operate 
the tidewater and inland coal companies. 

The bituminous coal properties are more 
widely distributed, both as to territory and 
ownership or control. Here, too, however, 
it is claimed the state of affairs is the 
same as to kind, differing only in degree. 

Complaints have come to the attorney gen- 
eral that inland towns in great lakes ter- 
ritory have been refused coal altogether 
because of plans for getting part of their 
supply through independent dock owners. 
Investigation of this has been made by de- 
partment agents from the Chicago bureau, 
but en Instructions from the attorney gen- 
eral. local federal officials refuse to discuss 
she case.

The Chicago Association of Commerce 
made public yesterday a report upon the 
city’s system of water supply, showing the 
extent of the tremendous waste of water in 
Chicago, defining the areas of insufficient 
water pressure, and making recommenda- 
tions for the correction of the defects thus 


pointed out. ; 

The association is codperating with the city 
to overcome this great loss of water through 
waste and leakage by giving publicity to 
conditions as revealed tm its report, and in- 
dorses the plans of the city administration 
to extend the city’s pumping facilities. 

That great areas of the city, under normal 
condition, 
would not give service above the second 
story, while considerable areas present a still 
lower pressure or have no mains whateevr, is 
shown in a water pressure map of the city, 
made public in connection with the associa~ 
tion’s report. This report was made to the 
executive committee of the association by the 
civic industrial committee. It was prepared 
by a subcommittee of the latter consisting 
of Charles D. Richards, Henry R. Baldwin. 
and T. E. Donnelley. 


Commends Steps to Overcome Defects. 

The report commends the city adniinistra- 
tion for the steps it la taking to oyercomie the 
defects of the water service system and 
points out that $3,568,500 will be expended 
this year by the city in extensions and im- 
provements. 

The report points out that the amount 
of water pumped in 1910 was 109. 770,000, 000 
gallons, or an average daily pumpage of 233 
gallons, per capita. Of this total an amount 
estimated at 82,260,000,000 gallons was lost 
through leakage of plumbing, and 48,890,000, - 
000 gallons was underground leakage. Much 
of the waste of water in winter, it is stated. 
is due to the fact that pipes in buildings are 
not protected and that water is left running 
to keep them trom freezing. _— 

It would seem to us that a able or- 
dinance requiring the use of water meters in 
all buildings where the amount of water con- 
gummed is over a certain amount, the meters, 
to be installed at the expense of the city, 
would effectually prevent & great amount of 
this waste,” continues the report. 


‘Improvements Planned This Year. 

The improvements contemplated: in the 
plans of the city for the present year are the 
following: 

IMPROVEMZNTS TO PUMPING STATIONS. 


As the result of these improvements it 18 
estimated the capacity of the city’s water 
supply system will be 826,000,000 galions a 
day in 1912, as compared with 726,000,000 gal- 
lons in 1911. 

The report of the association's committee 
summarizes the results of a series of inves- 
tigations in various parts of the city made by 
the city’s engineers. The report states: 
The question of improving this service 
falls under two heads: 

“4. Prevention of waste. 

2. Increasing and extencing the water 
system. 


Tests in Two Districts. 

“The city, for the purpose of tests, select- 
ed a number of districts. Two districts, one 
on the west side ard one on the south side, 
are specifically referred to in this report. 
The west side district covers an area of 1€0 
acres, has a population of 17,400, and com 
tains 1,198 long hopper closets. The district 
on the south side covers an area of 258 acres. 
has a population of 20,000, and has 1,260 long 
hopper closets.

It makes him re- 
sponsible for a humas being and it probably 
will save a life.“

Victory Won by Anti-Loan 
Shark Bureau May Put an 
End to the Business. 


DESTROYS ITS SECURITY. 
Court Rules Borrower Cannot 
Assign Wages Covering 
Change of Employer. 


Attorney Jerome J. Cermak of THE TRIB- 
UNE anti-loan shark bureau has won a case 
in the Municipal court before Judge James 
Martin on grounds which would put the sal- 
ary loan sharks completely out of business 
if generally sustained. He had hoped to 
fight the case to the Supreme court and es- 
tablish an unquestionable precedent. The 
loan shark attorney quit, however, and there 
is little prospect of an appeal. 

The contention of Attorney Cermak is that 
a man cannot assign his wages in any future 
| employment, even by the manipulation of 

assignments signed in blank and accompa- 
nied by “ cutthroat powers ot attorney. If 
this were fully recognized salary loans would 
become impossible in all ordinary cases be- 
cause the borrower could deprive the lender 
of his security simply by changing his job. 

It is admitted that the Illinois Supreme 
court holds that a man cannot assign his 
wages for any but an existing term of em- 
ployment. If he is working for the A com- 
pany he cannot make out an assignment of 
the wages is to earn with the B company, 
with which he expects to go to work next 
week. 


Packing House Worker’ Victim. 


This was recagnized by the loan shark in 
the case fought by Attorney Vermak. The 
victim, a packing house employé, had bor- 
rowed money from West & Co., which is one 
of the names under which Frederick N. Peck 
opeyates at room 712, 79 West Monroe street. 

West & Co. collected on the account up to 
a certain stage. The Assets Adjustment 
company took over the usurious notes to 
finish collecting on them. 

The Assets Adjustment company filed a 
notice of assignment with the victim’s em- 
ployer in August. 1911, and when it was dis- 
regarded sued him. Attorney Julian C. Ryer, 
who seems to be all there is to the Assets 
Adjustment company except the name anda 
connection with West & Co., brought the 
suit. He was forced by Attorney Cermak 
to file a sworn statement of claim. 


Amended Statement Filed. 


This statement of claim did not show that 
the assignment sued upon was made out by 
the borrower for a term of employment in 
existence at the time he signed his name. 
It could not, *for at that time he had been 
working for another employer. An amended 
statement of claim was filed, setting up the 
fact that the name of the present employer 
had been filled in in the assignment by vir- 
tue of a power of attorney executed for that 
purpose at the time the money was bor- 
rowed. 

This, too, was stricken from the files as 
insufficient and a number of other amended 
statements of claim were filed only to meet 
tho same fate. 

Attorney Cermak contended that the power 
of attorney was null and void because it was 
a mere subterfuge to evade the law, a device 
to enable a man to indirectly do what the law 
would not allow him to do directly. At the 
time the power of attorney was signed the 
borrower could not make out any legal as- 
signment of his wages to be earned in an 
employment not yet begun. This both law- 
yers admitted. Then, Cermak contended, he 
could not authorize any one else to do what 
he could not do himself. 

Judge Martin held consistently with Attor 
ney Cermak and at last the suit was dis- 
missed by Judge Harry Dolan. 
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New Works Heard at 
the Thomas Matinee.

HAT must be described as one of 

the most interesting und profit- 

able programs of the season was 

offered yesterday at the Thomas 

matinée. In its first half it pre- 
sented the Mozart D major symphony in a 
manner so faultiesely finished and so filled 
with the chaste but joyous spirit of the mas- 
ter that it must be added to the list of Mr. 
Stock’s significant achievements. Equaily 
perfect in technical detail and quite as vital 
in its spiritual attributes of humor, senti- 
ment, and joy in pure melodic beauty was 
Hugo Kortschak’s reading of the same mas- 
ter’s D major concerto for violin. Except 
for the remarkable performance of Mr. Zim- 
balist it was the most distinguished example 
of the violinist'saart that has been set forth 
in these concerts this season. 

The wonted placidity of the Friday after- 
noon audience caused the symphony to be ac- 
cepted with 4 reticence entirely incommer.- 
surate with the high standards of interpreta- 
tive are represented in its performance. But 
the magnetic art and personality ofthe soloist 
overcame t disadvantageous condition to 
an extent that earned him hearty applause at 
the conclusion of each division of the work. 
He was obliged to give the customary eu- 
core, preseriting the B minor gavotte from 
onchot the Bach violin sonatas with delightful 
clarity and precision. 

After the intermission came the novelties, 
‘of which there were two. The first, a suite 
for orchestra by Georges Enesco, an un- 
known Roumanian composer, by virtue of 
its easily discernible melodic outline and 
attractive orchestral and harmonic color 
won the immediate favor of the public, a cir- 
cumstance which proves that its elements 
of genuine novelty are few. ‘They are readily 
catalogued, the most conspicuous being a 
decidéd rhythmical originality, and a wide 
harmonic and instrumental variety. The 
prelude played in unison by the violins, 
violas and "cellos achieves, by virtue of this 
circumstance, a certain spurious novelty that 
has nqreal part in its musical content. More 
fantasy is revealed.in the minuet and the 
intermezzo, but the finale hardly escapes the 
conventions of the dance form. 

oe 

Buson!’s “ Berceuse Elegiaque’’ is truly 
‘music of the future,” and for that reason 
it will awaken many questions as to the 
sanity of its composer among conservative 
musicians and music lovers. In the depart- 
ment of harmony it reveals much that here- 
tofore has not been known. It merges the 
major and minor modes into one system. It 
binds all existing scales and their harmonies 
in a closer relationship. It develops new ar- 
rangements of the twelve tones available 
for musical composition; in other words, 
creates new scales. It accomplishes all this 
without conformance to an existing system. 
Hence its logic is not to be apprehended 
without close analysis. 

But of its beauty there can be no doubt. 
It is thé strange beauty of complete freedom 
which mankind is ever loath to recognize. 
For it is a beauty that knows order, yet 
makes its own law. The message that it 
sets forth appeals deeply to the sympathies 
of those who can respond to the voice of 
emotion even when it speaks in a language 
that ia imperfectly understood. Therefore 
one may ascribe to this music the attribute 
of greatness. It is music that will be heard 
often gratefully and with profit. It is music 
upon which the composers of the future will 
bulid.

Northrop’s legal label begins with George, 
but in general he is known as Howard 
Northrop, while to his intimates he is sim- 
ply Jake.“ which has nothing to do with 
anyiof his real names He won that nickname 
in the first game of any account that he ever 
pitched. It was against a Pennsylvania team 
and he was pressed into service because the 
regular twirler for his home team was out 
of commission. At that time Northrop had 
not even developed a curve and merely shot 
the ball-across as fast as he could. But he 
won his game from a pitcher whose name was 
„Jake, and from that day he was given that 
nickname. ‘ 
Northrop was a bona fide collegian and 
completed the full four year course at Buck- 
nell. 
varsity pitcher and worked on the slab all 
four years he wasin college. In addition he 
pitched during the summer of 1900 for the 
Trenton (N. J.) team, there being no Big 
Eight conference to bother it's head about 
whether or not a collegian played “ summer 
baseball in that part of the country.

Northrop has shown terrific speed in the 
preliminary practice and depends on that 
and @ good curve ball. He was noted for 
his control and for his ability to work the 
corners of the plate, according to Scout 
Irwin; who predicts some fyture for the 
young mah. Where he gets his high speed 
without tiring himself cannot be explained. 
He weighs only 170 pounds and is of medi- 
um height, the figures being 5 feet 11 inches 
But that he has the speed is certain. Ifhe 
develops a slow ball with the same puzzling 
windup that he uses for the rest of his goods 
Northrop will be one of the hardest men in 
the game to hit, according to good judges 
of hurling. Asked if he had ever experi- 
mented with a glow ball, Northrop admitted 
he had, but said he had dropped the experi- 
ments because nearly every time he pitched 
a slow one the umpire had to call for a new 
bell to replace one that went over the fence.

During the off seasons Northrop has put 
in the time teaching school in the nearby 
town of McEwensville, his specialty being 
mathematics. To him, therefore, will be- 
long the title of schoolmaster by right of 
earning it. But Northrop does not pose as 
a pedagogue among his assdciates. He is 
one of the most modest and unassuming of 
the big squad under Chance's espionage. 
As far as can be determined from the small 
amount of work permitted this spring, he is 
one of the most likely candidates-for a place

FLAT FEET 
HE work of the heel 10 to bear the 
weight of the body. The work ot 


the toes is to push it forward. In 
order that the toes may work to 
the best advantage and that the 
nerves, tendons, muscles, blood ves- 


sels under the bottom may not be pinched 
with each step, there are arches in the 
foot. One is the instep; another, less 
well. known, is that at the ball of the’ 
foot running across from the big to the 
little toe. 

When these arches are not just right, 
muscles and ligaments are put under 
improper strain and the bones, joints, 
nerves, and blood vessels are pinched, 
There is not only aching feet and legs 
but tire of the whole body. A smallpox 
epidemic comes once in thirty years, but 
every night thousands go home all worn 
out from tired, aching feet. : 


~~ 

In maintaining the arches, the muscles 
are the key to the situation. Flabby, 
weak foot muscles have more to do with 
broken arches than stretched tendons. - 
The muscles concerned are those which wig- 
gle the toes. This being true, the way to 
prevent flat fodt is to develop the muscles 
which move the toes. 

Now, toes are becoming useless, rudi- 
mentary, distorted. Painful feet, broken 
arches, and flat foot” are increasing 
at the same rate. A shoe with a high 
heel tends to break down the foot arches 
because it pitches the weight from the 
back, where it should be carried, to the 
ball of the foot, where it causes undue 
strain and tire. If, in addition, the toes 
are pinched or the ball compressed, the 
arch is almost certain to give.

The method of preventing flat foot and 
of curing it in its earlier stages follows: 

1. Children should be allowed to go 
barefooted or to wear sandals. The foot 
muscles—those which move the toes 
must be kept vigorous, strong, in use, and 
under control. 

2. Adults must build up their foot 
muscles by walking, running, jumping, 
and also by room exercises which bend 
the foot and particularly move the toes. 

The shoe heels should be low, flat, 
and broad; the toes wide, and the shoes 
roomy enough so that the foot can give 
naturally as the heel catches the weight 
and the ball pushes the body forward. 

If you would avoid tired feet, keep 
your toe muscles in good condition.

O what extent Prince Ludovico Pigna- 
telli d’'Aragona is personally respon- 
sible for all the foolish and manifest- 
ly mendacious stories that have been 
circulated about him, ever since he 

came to this country last summer, to seek 
in marriage an American heiress, it is diffi- 
eult to say. 

If it is to his friends that he is indebted 
for the fairy tales concerning‘ him, I can 
only say that he is exceedingly unfortunate 
in the choice of his acquaintances.

The last story, published on Suhday, is 
the climax of them all. It is one to the 
effect that if. Don Ludovico has sailed for 
Burope, if is in order to obtain the permis- 
sion of King Alfonso of Spain to contract 
a marriage with Miss Mary Duke, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin N. Duke of Fifth 
avenue, New York, it being intimated that 
that monarch is taking active interest in the 
affair and does not view what he is said to 
regard as the impending “ méssaliance”’ 
with approval.

Certain branches of the Pignatellis, but not 
all, have obtained the right from the con 
sulta heraldica at Rome, and there is no 
mention made of that branch to which Don 
Ludovico belongs as having obtained it. In 
that event he would have no right even to 
the title of prince. 

He is only very moderately well off, for his 
father, Don Luigi, has little or nothing, 
while his mother is equally badly off.

If La Follette never does 
another thing, never adds another plank, and 
could accomplish this he will have procured 
the best piece of financial legislation ever 
accomplished by any man.

The gas business was old and open, not pretected 
by patents like the telephone, and the Chicago field 
Was the theater of repeated and fierce gas wars, of 
destructive competition, which by exhauation of the 
fighters forced peace and combination. 

There are several interesting lessons to be 
learned from the Chicago Gas history: 

The first, that in businesses like gas or other man- 
ufacture. requiring large investment in plant, the 
latter becomes a total loss, unless it can be kept 
in operation. The competition of a stronger con- 
cern is destructive of the entire investment. The 
finish of a fight between such concerns ia then, al- 
most invariably, an attempt at a sell out or a 
combination initiated by the weak, and not by the 
strong. 

It is the last resort of those beaten in the strug- 
gle to save some portion of their investment, and 


, 


under severe financial embarrassment, to continue 
the harmless and useful business of making and 
selling gas? 

Its only other notable performance—and that 
several years later, when it became impossible to 
finance the rapid incfease of gas plants de- 
manded by the growth of Chicago without legaliz- 
ing the company’s status—was the procurement of 
an act of the legislature permitting the operation 
of the former four gas companies as one. For this 
act the boldup gang in the legislature ts be- 
lieved toh ave forced out of ene of the owners of 
the company over 200,000, though the act con- 
ferred neither exclusive rights nor immunity from 
rate regulation—nothing but legal status in every 
way beneficia] to Chicago!
